wWroperty Loss Estimated at $1,000,- 
000—Steamer British Queen Is 
Burned to a Hulk—With 
‘Little Warning Flames 
Burst Out. 


New York, March 18.—M swift and, in 
enany details, a picturesque fire tonight 
destroyed the pier of the Phenix steam- 
ehip line on the Hoboken, N. J., river 
front, with many bales of cotton and hay; 
burned that company’s vessel, the British 
Queen, to a hulk; consumed several light- 
ers and thelr cargoes; damaged a dock 
belonging to the Barber steamship line, 
and for a time threatened the property 
of the Holland-American line and the 
huge Campbell stores. 


The, loss, according to estimates, will’ 


approximate $1,000,000. 

Whether any lives were lost was most 
difficult to learn. While the conflagration 
was at its height and after it had been 
reduced by the firemen and fire boats, 
rumors were rife that several men per- 
ished. It was tolerably certain at mid- 
‘night that.Chief Engineer Scott, of the 
British Queen, was burned to death on 
ther, and that a saflor named Jansen met 
the same fat& One of the men who es- 
‘caped, says he saw several men leap into 
‘the water when the steamer became en- 
‘veloped in fire, and-he saw few, if any, 
wf these rescued, 

Men To-Be Accounted For. 

The quartermaster of the ruined ship 
paid that the crew was in her forecastle 
and he surmised that if all escaped they 
did so with difficulty. Nevertheless some 
of the British Queen’s officers said they 
were quite assured that all were safe 
6ave Engineer Scott, who, they simply 
said, was.missing. It is not unlikely that 
some of the longshoremen and BSfévedores 
who swarmed about the vessel may still 
have to be accounted for. 

The estimated losses in detail are: 

Piers, $300,000. 

British Queen, $400,000. 

Cotton and lighters, $250,000. 

Seven lighters are more or less damaged. 

The scene of the fire was Seventh and 
River streets, Hoboken. Together they 
mre the docks and basins of the Phenix 
line, the Holland-American line and the 
Barber line. 

The Phenix HMne pier was a wooden 
structure 300 feet long with a frame shed. 
On this were many bales of hay and 
cotton, which burned rapidly. How the 
fire started is not known. 

With the Barest Warning. 

With the barest warning the flames 
burst out quickly, licking up the pier and 
cotton upon it, and driving the stevedores 
and sailors to the street, for the vessel 
was being unloaded, having arrived here 


Friday from Antwerp. The fire flared 
up from the steamer with as 
great suddenness as upon the pier and 
since the vessel was made fast to the 
pier and could not be backed out, light- 
ere and other water craft which lay 
alongside of her, some of them holding 
such inflammable stuff as oil cake, quick- 
ly caught: fire, too. 

The captain of the lighter Tonawanda 

. paved himself, his wife and his child, 
by pushing a coton bale into the water, 
placing his family and himself upon it 
and paddling bis strange life raft into the 
river. 

The stiff wind, which had blown all day, 
gave impetus to the fire. Cattle pens 
upon the upper decks of the British 
queen were the first part of her consumed, 
but presently her hull was aflame. 

From the Phenix Mne pier the flames 
spread to the pier of the Barber line 
and then to the steamer Heathburn, ol 
the company, newly arrived from Hong 
Kong, China, with a cargo of tea.

As these officials saw the frightened 
Chinamen they became alarmed that the 
aliens would make an illegal entry into 
the country so with drawn pistols they 
ordered the Chinese to halt.

Hepburn Pleads for Cuba. 

Representative Hepburn, of Iowa, de- 
clared that whereas Cuba’s prospective 
production was 5,000,000 tons of sugar a 
year, bv imposing our immigration laws 
upon them and limiting the labor re- 
quired for the full development of their 
resources, we were restricting their pro- 
ductive capacity to 800,000 tons annually. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Illinois, Mr. Sibley, of 
Pennsylvania, Mr. ‘Morris, of Minnesota, 
Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, and Mr. Burke, 
of South Dakota, spoke on various phases 
of the question. 

Mr. Payne brought the discussion to a 
close with an earnest plea for the sup- 
port of the reciprocity proposition, and a 
motion that the previous question be or- 
dered on all pending questions. This 
brought the question to a decisive issue 
rather unexpectedly, and the voting be- 
gan amid considerable excitement. The 
previous question was ordered by a vote 
of 78 yeas to 56 nays, which was the 
first decisive test of strength between 
the two contending elements.

The next vote was on the substitute 
offered by Mr. Dick eaflier in the evening, 
representing the views of those opposed 
to the ways and means committee.

HENRY HITCHCOCK IS DEAD. 


| Secretary’s Brother Was Original of 


Stephen Brice in “The Crisis.’’- 


St. Louis, March 18.—Henry Hitchcock, 
brother of the secretary of the interior, 
died here today of heart trouble. 

Henry Hitchcock was born in 1829 in 
Mobile, Ala., of Vermont parents. He 
graduated at the University of Nashville, 
Tenn., and entered the law office of Judge 
William F. Cooper, where he stayed until

Thal's the Advice Gorman Gives 
Demoerals Regarding the 
Crumpacker Resolution, 


TRYING TO JOIN BOERS 
TO THE FORCE MEASURE 


But Conservative Democrats Are Op- 
posed to Plan of Pro-Boers—Mr. 
Bryan’s Advice on Crum- 
packer Resolution Dis- 
pleases Some.

Washington, March 18.—(Special.)—The 
fact that the rules committee of the house 
has decided to report the Crumpacker 
resolution, as it was instructed to do by 
the republican caucus some time since, 
led to considerable agitation of the force 
bill question, particularly among demo- 
cratic members of the house today. 

It is not the intention of the committee 
to press the resolution for a couple of 
weeks, because other matters of more 
importance are pending, but when it does 
get before the house the indications point 
| to a lively contest. 

Tomorrow night ths democrats are to 
caucus on the question of pro-Boer reso- 
lutions, and the especial advocates of 
action on that line have been busy today 
arguing that the Crumpacker business 
should be considered at the same time. 

One reason for their attitude is that 
they find a good many members are cold 
toward some of the extreme positions. 
taken by those who have. been engagé?® 
in twisting the British lion’s tall, and 
tthey fear that unless there is 96 é 
e'se to bring them out, many.men. 
Stay away from that Gaucts” =" 

Conservatives Shy. at Boers. 

A good many of the conservative mem- 
bers very much doubt the wisdom of any 
party action upon this Boer question, 
eontending, for one thing, that it ts un- 
wise for the minority to assume a posi- 
tion which members know they would 
not take if in control of the gowernment. 
Then, there is a wide diversity of opinion 
as to what form a resolution should take, 
even if it is agreed there should be one, 
some of the extremists going to the length 
of contending that the party should de- 
mand intervention by this government. 

There was a well-defined disposition on 
the part of many men today to stay away 
from th2 caucus. Some of these, who, 
out of friendship for Mr. Randell, of 
Texas, who started the movement, 
signed the call for a caucus, now regret 
that they did so, fearing they have got 
the party in a position from which it will 
be difficult to escape. Since the caucus 
is ordered, they feel Some action must be 
taken, but they do not agree with the 
extremists, who will endeavor to fores 
the adoption of resolutions that. the ma- 
jority of the party do not want. Thé 
more conservative men in the house see 
no political good to come from this agi- 
tation, and because of this coldness, and 
in order to get a quorum, the Boer agita- 
tors are endeavoring to link this ques- 
tion with that of investigation into the 
elections and election laws, in which, of 
course, all democrats are interested. The 
matter may be informally discussed to- 
morrow night, but no plan of campaign 
against the Crumpacker proposition will 
be determined upon. 

Gorman, Hill and Bryan. 

Democrats differ widely as to what 
course should be pursued. Telegrams 
printed in local papers from Senator Gor- 
man, ex-Senator David B. Hill and Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, whose views were sought, 
have attracted considerable attention. Mr. 
Hill says: | 

“Of course the proposed investigation 
should be opposed, because it is partisan 
and unnecessary.” 

H2 says if the investigation should be 
followed by an attempt to enact a federal 
election law it will work the beginning 
of the end of republican national rule. 

Mr. Gorman says: 

‘The democrats must fight this prepo- 
sition from now until the end of this con- 
gress. They must fight and fight and 
fight.’’ 

He thinks the republicans fear defeat 
in the congressional elections and are 
catering to the negro vote of the close 
states. His advice is in effect for the 
democrats ‘to use obstructive tactics 
against every other piece of legislation 
in order to prevent action on this resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan's response has not pleased 
a good many southern men, while it is 
true that it has pleased others. He says: 

“If investigation of election methods 
includes northern elections as well as 
southern, there ought to be no objection, 
but an investigation that ignored the 
fraud practiced in the Hanna senatorial 
election and in the Pennsylvania elec- 
tions would be unfair. The committee 
should also investigate the coercion prac- 
ticed by employers and banks as well as 
fraud practiced on black mien. An inves- 
tigation to be valuable must not be par- 
tisan.”’

Georgia Senator Resented Re- 
marks About His Atti- 
tude Toward Anarchists, 


BUT MASON EXPLAINED | 
TO BACON’S SATISFACTION 


Clash Occurred During Debate Over 
\ Bill for Protection of the Presi- 
‘dent—Bacon Thinks That 
the Measure Is 
Dangerous.

, Washington,. March  18.—(Special.j— 
Senator Bacon took the leading part in 
thé debate today in opposition to some 
features of the Hear bill, the chicf pur- 
pose of which is to provide for the trial 
in the federal courts cf persons implicated 
ir, assaults upon the president cr any- 
Lody in the life of succession. . 

The '|Georgia senator’s argument was 
a:med chiefly at some of the dangers in- 
volved in possible abuses of «the proposed 
law which, according to his idea, may be 
far reaching. He regards the provfsion 
under which persons alleged, because of 
their criticisms, to have in some way ad- 
vised attacks upon the president or cabi- 
net officers shal! be deemed accessories as 
fraught with dangerous pdssibilities. His 
Aligument was a fine legal prcsentation 
ot his case. Senator Mason, of Illinois, 
tcok a hand ‘in the debate, dealing in 
energetic generaiities, which in no way 
met the zgoints raised by Senator Bacon. 

~Mr. Bacon’s Argument. 


Mr. Bacon's argument followed the lines 
of his speech delivered ten days ago. Mr. 
Hoar’s speech was largely legal and con- 
stitutional in its scope. He maintained 
the right of the government to protect 
itself against assaults upon ‘its 
sovereignty through the president. Mr. 
Mason made an attack upon anarchy and 
its methods, and incidentally sharply 
criticised an amendment to the bill offer- 
ed by Mr. Bacon. He denounced it as 
opening the door to special pleading for 
the benefit of assassins of the president. 
This drew Mr. Bacon's fire. He consid- 
ered Mr. Mason’s criticism a personal re- 
fiection upon himsélf, and resented it with 
heat? An explanation by the Illinois sen- 
ator cleared the atmosphere. 

Earlier in the day a lively debate was 
precipitated by the effort of Mr. Rawlins, 
of Utah, to have printed as a documenf 
some Philippine correspondence. Eventu- 
ally the matter was ordered printed ag 
requested., 

‘Bacon Proposes To Amend. 

Mr. Bacon, of ‘Georgia, offered an 
amendment to the first paragraph of tha 
bill for the protection of the president 
providing the penaity of death for an 
assassin of a president if the assault 
upon the president was committed “be- 
cause of his official position or for the 
purpose of destroying the government or 
impairing the exercise of its constitutional 
powers.”’ 

‘Mr.’ Vest, of Missouri, suggested the 
possibility of a federa] jury acquitting an 
assassin of the president, ‘because, the 
motive as specified by Mr. SKacon's 
Amendment had not been proved. In 
such a case, he asked, would the assassin, 
be liable to indictment under the law? 

Mr. Bacon said an assault upon the’ 
president might be a crime aguinst tho 
person, and it might be a crime against 
the government. The purpose of his 
amendment was to differentiate between 
the two crimes. 

Mr. Bacon contended that an assault 
upon the president as a person ought to 
be punished precisely as any similar of- 
fense against any other citizen was pun- 
ished; otherwise an official class would 
be created in the United States.. The 
foundation stone of our government, he 
maintained, was absolute equality before 
the law. 

Mr. Mason. of Illinois. said the pending 
bill was “‘but the formation and shaping 
of public opinion which thrice had been 
aroused by the murder of the president.’’ 
To his mind, it was a well-considered and 
thoroughly matured measure, and _ the 
amendment offered by Mr. Bacon, he 
thought, was not warranted by the condi- 
tions or by the law. 

Mr. Mason said the present was a bad 
time to fix special pleadinggfor anarch- 
istic criminals. 

Hoar Replies to Bacon. 


In the course of a legal and constitu- 
tional argument in.support of the Dill 
Mr. Hoar replied to some of the points 
made by Mr. Bacon. He suggesteu that 
Mr. Bacon's amendment and his obiec- 
tions to the bill were founded not on a 
special rule of law. but a special rule of 
escape for the criminal specified by the 
measure.

General Otis Says Our Soldiers Treat 
the Natives Humanely. 


AMERICANS WERE MOCKED 


By Spaniards and Others for Kind- 
ness to the Natives—Begin- 


ning of war. 


Washington, March 18.—Major General 
Otis again appeared before the senate 
committee on Philippines today. When 
he left the Philippines in May, 1900, Gen- 
eral Ofis said that the army had dis- 
posed of all Aguinaldo’s army, quiet pre- 
vailed during the months of May and 
June and hardly a shot was fired. It 
was safe to go to all parts of Luzon and 
other islands and a very large trade had 
been established. A civil government had 
deen set up, also the supreme court and 
courts of the first instance in seven of the 
nineteen provinces of Luzon. 7 

General Otis, answering a question by 
Senator Culberson, said*he never trusted 
native officers-- because they were too 
cruel to their men.-’ He said he could 
trust their loyalty, but they treated their 
captives with too much cruelty. ‘They 
were as bad as the insurgents,” said he. 

When he left the Philippines he says the 
War as war had <eased. 

Answering a question h¥ Senator Hale, 
Geheral Otis said he saw no difficulty in 
withdrawing a materia] number of troops 
from the islands. The native forces he 
declared to be very necessary and he said 
there was no peace in Manila until the 
native police -was ‘organized. ‘General Otis 
said that when he left Manila he appre- 
hended further trouble because there was 
a certain element which. “Wominated the 
ignorant classes. The great majority, 
however, wanted peace. No armed bands 
of any importance, he sald, were opposed 
to the United States at that time. 

Supplies of Insurgents. 

- Asked by Senator Hale where’ the sup- 
plies, money, arms, etc., of the insurgents 
came from, General Otis said ey re- 
ceived 2,500 fles from Admiral Dewey 
and they also received from Hong Kong 
certain arms, shipped aboard an Ameri- 
can vessel, which landed at Batangas. 
They had received some arms from Ja- 
pan and had captured some from the 
Spaniards at small garrisons which they 
attacked. He said the merchants gave 
him more trouble than the insurgents 
~The troops of the United States had 
treated the Filipinos with the greatest 
kindness. Every statement of harsh 
treatment he heard of had been investi- 
gated. 

‘In fact,” he said, “we were laughed 
at joy the Spaniards and the European 
army officers for the humanity we exer- 
cised.”’ 

As to the capacity of the Filipinos for 
self-government he said that Aguinaldo’s 
former secretary of state had told him 
that it would take one hundred years to 
accomplish this. General“Otis said that 
the Filipinos were not capable of self- 
government, The FilHpinos, he said, un- 
derstand that they must have: protection, 
because without it other nations would 
divide up the islands. but they were de- 
sirous of making the best possible terms 
they could with the United States. Their 
idea was to have contro! of the tinter- 
nal affairs of the islands, dv protection 
outside. 

Merritt and Aguinaldo. 

General Otis testified in response to 
questions by Senator Rawlins that he 
Knew very little of the correspondence 
between Mertitt: and Aguinaldo, but he 


| recalled Aguinaldo’s reply to a communi- 


cation referring to “&n agreement that 
the insurgent forces should withdraw to 
a certain point designated. He had him- 
self directed’ Xfuinaldo to withdraw to 
the suburbs of Manila outside the Amer- 
ican defenses according. to the terms of 
the protocol with Spain. This was not 
only a military necessity, but in accord- 
ance with right and duty. | 

“No nation in the world,” said he, ‘‘ex- 
cept the United States would have al- 
lowed those people to have hemmed sus in 
the way they did. The order for their 
with@rawal was made solely in the inter- 
est of veace.”’ 

The dual occupancy of Manila, General 
Otis said, he considered dangerous. He 
based his whole action, he said, on the 
protocol, as he understood it. 

At 12 o’clock the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow.

HARBOR BILL 


He Makes His Annual As- 
sault on Measure for Im- 
proving Waterways. 


DECLARES THAT THE BILL 
IS RESULT OF LOG-ROLLING 


Finds, However, to His Great Sur- 
prise, a Few Things To Com- 
mend—Hepburn’s Speech 
Greeted with Rounds 
of Applause. 


Washington, March 18.—The general de- 
bate on the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill in the house was enlivened today 
by Mr. Hepburn, of lowa, who made his 
annual onslaught upon the measure. Con- 
trary to his usual custom, Mr. Hepburr 
found several things in the bi!] to com- 
mend, although some of his criticisms 


were quite severe. 
When Mr. Hepburn arose to speak 
there was an outburst of applause on 


beth sides of the house. 

“T arise to make my annual contribu- 
tion to river and harbor literature, with 
a miscellaneous assortment of motions, 
he began. “I recognize,” he continued, 
‘the utter futility of saying anything 
against this bill. I recognized that fact 
years ago, when the pork in the barrel 
was only $8,000,000. How manifestly im- 
pessible is it to make headway against 
it now that the appropriations aggregate 
$6:),000,000. 

“At the same time I find in connection 
with the presentation of the pending bill 
some things to commend—a rare thing in 
my experience. We have at the head of 
ihe river and harvor committee an ideal 
chairman for the purpeseg in view—one 
who, J believe, is strvinig to secure public 
rather than private benefits, one looking 
for the welfare of this great nation and 
the protection of its commerce, not the 
elevation of A B or C to seats upon this 
floor.’’ (Applause. ) 

Back Track Taken. 

Mr. Hepburn commended the committee 
for taking the “back track’’ upon waste-. 
ful expenditures in certain directions, 
peinting out the abardonment of further 
improvements of the ‘Missouri river 
asa . final fulfillment of predic- 
tions made eighieer years ago.

IMMIGRATION BILL IS READY 


‘Head Tax Is-Increased to $1.50. 
Many o. the Provisions Are 
Very Stringent. 


Washington, March 18.—The general im- 
migration bill preparec by Chairman 
Shattuc, of the committee on immigra- 


the committee, was by him reported to 
the house today with the recommendation 
that it be passed. 

The most important features of the bill 
are as follows: 

The head tax on immigration is in- 
creased from $1, es at present, to $1.50. 
The bill provides also for noc only re- 
jecting undesirable eliens at cur ports, 
but by followirg up thcee who have un- 
lawfully entered and who have become 
criminal or pauper burdens upon state 
¢<nd municipal institutions, and within 
five years &fter their arrival returning 
them to the country whence they came. 
‘hose coming acrcss the bouncarics who 
are manifested @ this country must also 
ray tnis head tax. 

‘ihe bil! excludes from admission to the 
United States anarchists or persons who 
believe in or advocate the overthrow by 
ferce or violence of all gcevernments or 
forms of iaw, or the assassination of 
public officials. 

Another new class of. persons excluded 
is epileptics and persons who have been 
insane within five years previous to com- 
ing here and perscns who have had two 
or more attacks of insanity at any’ time 
previous. 

The sccticn relating to contract labor 
ncw includes persons who have been in- 
ducea to come to the United States by 
“offers, colicitations, promises or agree- 
ments,” and the section ineludes the 
words, ‘those who import or attemrt to 
import,”” which- it is claimed will catch 
the contractor even if the laborers are 
not landed. 

The bi] alsc provides that inspection 
shall be. nvrade from time toc time of all 
reformatomes, insare hospitals, charitable 
institutions, etc., and that all aliens who 
are there found who have become public 
cherges ugder the law are to be deported. 

The bill also provides: ‘for an examina- 
tion of alien immigrants coming as cabin 
passengers and requires the steamship 
companies to place a great deal more 
valuable information in the manifests 
than at present.

Before Leaving the Deutschland 
Prince Henry Talks About His 
_ Trip to United States and 
Says He Is Ready 
To Return. 
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issindaieeel: March 18.—The return of Ad- 
miral Prince Henry, of Prussia, to Ger- 
man soil was safely accomplished this 
afternoon amid pomp and circumstance. 

The Hamburg-American line steamer 
Deuthschland, from Cherbourg, having 
on board the prince and his suite, was 
first sighted at half past 6 this after- 
noon. The German battle ship Kaiser 
Wilhelm If steamed down the roadstead 
to meet the Deutschland and returned 
escorting the big liner. , : 

Emperor William steod upon the quay 
surrounded by high naval and municipal 
Officials. As representative of the Ameri- 
can embassy at Berlin Commander Wil- 
liam H. Beeler, the naval attache to the 
embassy, stood at the emperor's side. 

The quay was gaily decorated and the 
thousands of spectators cheered wildly 
as Prince Henw walked down the gang- 
Way from the' steamer. Emperor Wil- 
liam kissed his brother upon both cheeks 
and shook hands with the members of his 
suite, saying a few cheerful sentences to 
each. In the meantime the guns of the 
squadron saluted. , 

Kaiser and Prince. 

Side by side his majesty and Prince 
Henry then passed down in front of the 
marine guard, which stood at salute. 
After this the marine guard passed in 
review, while the band of the imperial 
yacht played the national anthem. 

The passengers on the Deutschland 
crowded to the steamer’s rail and cheer- 
ed. Some of the American passengers 
waved little American flags; otherwise 
'the Stars and Stripes were not flying. 

After the inspection of the guard of 
honor and the veterans by Emperor Wil- 
liam, his majesty and his party, Prince 
Henry and his staff, and Commander 
Beeler boarded a tender and amid fresh 
salutes, music and cheering proceeded 
to the battle ship Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
Upon arriving there the crew of that 
vessel manned their ship to receive the 
royal personages. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II weighed an- 
chor at a quarter past 7 and started 
toward Kiel through the canal. 

A banquet was served on board the 
war ship. 

As the steamer drew near Cuxhaven 
Prince. Henry received the correspondent 
of the Associated Press in his cabin and 
said: sé 

“TI desire to send a last word through 
vou to America to say how deeply grdte- 
ful I am for the measureless kindness I[ 
received while there. 

Ready To Return to America. 

“I met and talked with as many in- 
dividuals as I could, but, of course, I 
saw most of the people in crowds and 
JT wish to thank all those thousands for 
the trouble I took.’’ 

The prince spoke with feeling. 

“T had no opportunity,’ he continued, 
“of studying the details of industry as 
I would like to have done. 

“T was often tired and I had to be 
, careful of what JI said, both publicly and 
' privately, but now I would be ready to 
‘return to America at once for just such 
‘another trip. This one has been so full 
of pleasure and instruction.” 

Concerning his speech at Philadelphia,

Shropshire, of Atlanta; Ralph, of New

The couple made a very picturesque ap- 
pearance, Mr.- Shropshire in his’. black 
dress suit with his snowy beard and his 
white hair falling about his shoulders. 
and Mrs. Shropshire, in a gown of heavy 
black silk, might have been fancied a 
colonial dame just stepped out of a pic- 
ture frame. 

A number of telegrams and presents 
were received during the dav. 

Mr. Shropshire was in a reminescent 
mood and related many interesting inci- 
dents pertaining to the early settlement 
of Georgia. He was born in Oglethorpe 
county in 1820. The Cherokees owned all 
the lands west of the Chattahoochee. and 
the Creeks the southern portion as far as 
Flint river. 

There was a great deal of thieving and 
minor depredations, but no active fight 
ing. Times grew more turbulent, 
terminating in the factional dis- 
pute over selling the white men 
the lands, when part of the _ tribes 
retired peacefully to the west while others 
remained to carry on the Indian war. 

Mr. Shropshire saw the smoke that 
curled from the burning Ase of Roan- 
oke on a Sunday morning in July, 1836, 
and was an eyewitness to the thrilling 
spectacle of the baftle of Chickasahulchie, 
in which was engaged a thousand Indlan 
warriors. 

Mr. Shropshire moved to Rome in 1840 
to take charge of the affairs of his broth- 
er, Judge Wesley Shropshire who was 
then a member of the legislature from 
this county. Only a few of the bui.ulngs 
that were here then remain, the Buena 
Vista, the Martha Battey hospftal, the old 
court house and perhaps one or two 
others. There were only two stores and 
two hotels and the postoffice. 

Mrs. W. M. Shropshire is a _ grand- 
daughter of Major General John Moore, 
of Lincoln and Gaston counties of North

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Carolina. He was an Irish-American rev- 
Olutionary patriot, served with credit in 
the army, holding for some time the rank 
of assistant commissary general. He 
served as a member of the North Carolina 
house of commons from 1783 to about 1800. 
His wife was a sister of General John 
Adair, first governor of Kentucky. 

Mrs. Shropshire’s father, William Adair 
Moore, was enlist2:d in the war of 1818, 
also of 1836. He moved with his family 
from mide Georgia to Floyd county 
about 1838. 

The Shropshire-Moore Nuptials. 

The Shropshire-Moore wedding was one 
of the most notable that had occurred in 
th@ state. The bride was a girl of 17. 

The bridal tour was. a horseback jour- 
ney of about 15 miles.to the new home, 
known now as 2 Cheney farm. Every 
creek was swollen Tfom heavy rains, 
there was not a single bridge, and the 
fording was hazardous. One stream swam 
the horses, another was crossed in a 
log dugout, the groom paddling with one 
hand and a stick, a negro on the opposit®s 
shor2 calling out directions.

State's Crop So Far Has Not 
“Been Injured, 


, 


Many Places Report That the Recent 
Cold Weather Has Not Been 
Severe Enough To Injure 
the Fruit and Vege- 
table Crops. 


The fruit and vegetable crops of Geor- 
gia for the coming season are safe up to 
the present time. 

The Constitution yesterday sent re- 
quests to corréspondents in various parts 
of the state to ascertain from reliable 
sources the extent of injury, if any, in- 
flicted on the tender fruit by the recent 
cold. Almost without exception the re- 
plies are of a most encouraging nature. 

Following are some of the statements 
received in answer to The Constttul§gn’s 
queries: 

Americus So Far Escapes. 

Americus, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)— 
While the cold weather today inflicted no 
damage on orchards and gardens, consid- 
erable apprehension ts felt tonight re- 
garding the safety of these crops. The 
belief is expressed they will be killed. All 
peach, pear and plum trees have been 
in full bloom for a week past, while al] 
varieties of early vegetables are growing 
vigorously. A freeze tonight would inflict 
irreparable damage. The absence of any 
moisture in peact buds is considered a fa- 
vorable indication. ’ 

Buds Are Dry in Cobb. 

Marietta, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—The 
fruit men of this section say that no 
damage is done to the fruit in this coun- 
ty by the present cold snap.- Some fear 
tonight’s freeze and others think there will 
be no danger, as the buds are not far 
enough advanced and afe dry. 

Muscogee Fruit Defies Cold. 

Columbus, Ga., March .18.—(Specidl.)—A 
freezing temperature prevailed in this gec- 
tion of Georgia early this morning, - fol- 
towing balmy spring weather yesterday. 
Yn Columbus the thermometer registered 
30 degrees and in counties above Musco- 
gee the temperature was as low as 28 
degrees. In the mountainous section north 
of the city long icicles” were observed 
along the railroads. Peach and other fruit 
trees in this section are in full bloom. It 
is not thought that the cold was severe 
enough to injure the fruit much, how- 
ever. There had been a stiff wind the 
day before, and this left the blooms fr@> 
of moisture to a large extent. At 10 
o'clock tonight 40 degrees wds registered. 

Damage Slight, if Any. 

Oglethorpe, Ga., March 18.—(Special.) — 
This section was in the midst of a se- 
vere cold spell last night and today. The 
weather is considerably warmer tonight. 
No serious damage has been done to the 
fruit as yet and none is expected from 
this spell. Flint river between‘here and 
Montezuma is again very high and rising 
rapidly. 

Injured Some in Perry. 
Perry, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—It is 


impossible at this time to say what thet 


damage to fruit is. Fruit growers differ. 
Some think the fruit killed, others think 
it slightly injured. All agree it is méte or 
less injured. The thermometer was 36 at 
7:30 o’clock p. m. 
Fort Valley Feels No Fear. 
Fort Valley, Ga., (March 18.—(Special.)— 
No damage has been done to fruit crops 
here to date. The thermometer regis- 
tered 36 at 7:30 tonight. It is not likely 
that the fruit will be hurt tonight. 
Tennessee Fruit Crop Safe. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Inquiry among fruit growers today 
elicited the information that the pres- 
ent cold snap has not hurt the fruit or 
berry crop of this section in the slight- 
est. It apwears that the continuous cold

The temperature was 21 this morning, 
with a heavy freeze.. Fruit men do not 
think the fruit here is damaged. Peach 
trees have not bloomed. The wind is 
high and a cold wave is stil! with this 
section. No danger {s aporehended for 
the fruit crop.

Barnett, Ga., March 18.—(Spetial.)—The 
outloog for a big fruit crop is very prom- 
ising in this section.

Scotching Libel Suits. | 
A California judge has lately per. 
formed a judical act which must win 
for him the approval of all newspaper 
men and fair-minded citizens. 


An important financial magnate, ag- 


grieved by the criticisms passed upon 
his scheme against the public interest, 
sued the newspaper that dared to ex- 
pose him for criminal libel. His law- 
yers, however, finding that he had no 
contestable case, moved to dismiss the 
proceedings against the newspaper. 
The judge refused to allow the dis- 
missal unless the plaintiff would pay 
the costs of court and the expenses of 
the newspaper iff the case, amounting 
to $500. 

This learned jurist remarked that 
the libel law was used, he feared, too 
often as a mere process for oppressing 
and intimidating the free press of the 
country. He thought cases of criminal 
libel brought by public or semi-public 
persons against newspapers on account 
of exposures of plans and measures 
calculated to injuriously affect public 
interests should. be carefully scanned 
by the courts and no mere quibbles or 
technicalities of the law ,be allowed 
to become bludgeons for silencing that 
voice to which the people most largely 
trust for the guardianship of their 
rights and to sound timely alarms’ 
against schemes devised for making 
corrupt private gains at the public ex- 
pense. 

That is the proper view of the rights 
of the press that should obtain with 
legislators and courts. There is no 
absurdity of ancient injustice that sur- 
vives among us and is 86 out of keep- 
ing with democratic institutions than 
the prevailing law of libel. In most 
states, we believe, a defendant in such 
a proceeding, whether civil suit or 
criminal prosecution, may not offer the 
iruth in evidence and justification. 
Whenever it is permitted to bring out 
the true facts they are allowable in 
mitigation of damages only. So man- 
ifest a reversal of the common rules 
of justice is not calculated to serve 
the highest interests of a land where— 


“An upright Press the people's rights 


maintain, G 
Unaw’d by influence and unbribed by 


gain!” 

We do not know of any reputable 
press in America that is not willing to 
take its chances in the courts of the 
country upon the truth of any contro- 
very between itself and its prosecu- 
tors. If it tells the truth about men 
it should not be punished with prisons 
or mulcts when such truth is told for 
the public service. If it tells what is 
false and manifestly malicious it 
should pay the penalty of its offense 
in like manner with other persons. 

It is gratifying, therefore, to find a 
judge taking this sane view of wanton 
libel suits against the press, the pur- 
pose of the prosecution being to deter 
Or punish legitimate criticism, that 
was expressed by the California 
jurist. He was clearly right in mak- 
ing the plaintiff pay the costs to which 
he had spitefully and unjustly put the 
defendant. And we trust his example 
will find general imitation among the 
jurists of the country. |

THE PASSING THRONG. 
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TIMELY DISCUSSIONS 
BY GEORGIA EDITORS © 
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Editor Hodges,. of the 
Perry Home Journal, 
Talks of the Wide 
Benefit of Good Roads. 


By John H. :Hodges. 


Movement is essential to progress. 
Therefore, it goes without saying, the 
good roads movement deserves aljl the 
assistance the-progressive people of this 
state can give it. Good roads constitute 
one of the most potent factors in material 
progress. If you want to go anywhere 
there must be a way, and the going is 
easier and more comfortable if the way 
is free of obstructions. 

It has been said that the business cal- 
iber of an out-of-town people may be cor- 
rectly gauged by the quality of the public 
roads they maintain. Be this as it may, 
no slothful people ever constructed good 
roads and kept them in satisfactory con- 
dition. Good roads give silent testimony 
of the progressive thought and energetic 
action expended in ths:ir construction, 
and they are impartial in the benefits 
they bestow alike on town and country. 
No matter from what source comes the 
constructive forice that makes good 
roads, the intercourse between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer is made smoother 
and commercial relations become closer, 
to their mutual benefit. The farmer can 
haul more to market with less mute 
power over good roads than over bad 
roads, and to the same extent the arti- 
cles in the town that he must haul can 
more easily be carried to the home on 
the farm. 

The people of Houston county know by 
experience all the conditions and quall- 
ties of roads, bad, indifferent and good. 
They know what it was to work at the 
roads under the ant2-bellum system with 
farm plows and weeding hoes, and what 
it is to use an organized system, under 
a competent superintendent, with im- 
proved machinery and convict labor. This 
latter system was operated several years 
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under the alternative road law, and the 
quality of our roads was very much im- 
proved. The hills were graded down, the 
“sluiceways’’ raised, making the general 
cormlition of the public roads very good 
in «®mparison with their condition under 
the old regime. 

One year ago, however, the question 
of expense outweighed other considera- 
tions, and the alternative system was 
abolished by due process of law. But 
there are now evidences of discontent, 
and the indications are that ‘“‘good roads” 
methods will again obtain in this county. 

Good roads -facilitats travel, promote 
good temper, foster home industry, de- 
ctease the distance to market, increase 
mule and horse power, widen the social 
circle and lessen the discomforting: jolts 
of adversity. 

Be the method what it may, every com- 
munity should be blessed with good roads 
and will be if the people so determine, 
Without good roads, no farming commu- _ 
nity can ever reach the summit of its 
possibilities, nor a city obtain all the 
out-of-town trade it deserves. May the 
‘‘good roads’’ movement move onward in 
a steadily progressive ratio.

The train that brought him into Atlanta 
yesterday came direct here from Macon 
over the Southern.

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WRIGHT DISCOVERS 
A NEW RAILROAD 


Electric Line in Walker County Has 
Net Paid Its Taxes, 


IS A TENNESSEE COMPANY 


Operates Line from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Chickamauga Park, 
Ga.—Demand for Taxes 
Made by Comptroller 
General.

Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 

discovered another railroad in Georgia 
which has not paid its taxes, either to 
the state or to the county in which it 
runs, and he has taken steps to see that 
the company operating it makes a prompt 
settlement. 

The road in questicn is that operated by 
the Rapid Transit Company -of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., between Chattanooga 
and Chickamauga park in Georgia. The 
road runs {nto Walker coynty in the 
northern part of this state for a distance 


rolling stock and other personal property 
is subject to taxation in Georgia. 

A short time ago this information twas 
given to Comptroller General Wright by 
the tax collector of Walker county. who 
stated in his letter that the officials of 
the company had been making some in- 
quiries of him with regard to the mat- 
ter of taxation in Georgia. Captain 
Wright promptly wrote the company and 
sent the necessary blanks on which to 
make returns of property for taxation. 
That was nearly two weeks ago. Yester- 
day he wrote the company again, stating 
that the returns must be made and the 
taxes paid at once. or he would proceed 
to assess the property from the best in- 


taxes through legal process. He also 
wrote to Walker county for information 
as to the length of the road in this state 
and the number of cars. operated. 

The road is an electric railroad, and, 
it is understood, does a good business. 
If half of the line is in Georgia, half 
of the rolling stock would also be as- 
sessed in Georgia for taxation. It is 
suppos2d from the information at hand 
that the property is worth something 
like $40,000 or $50,000, which would make 
qaq@te a handsome addition to the prop- 
erty returns in this state, 


Instructions Sent Out. 


+} Comptroller General Wright yesterday 


sent out the printed instructions fo tax 
receivers of all the counfies of the state, 
who will shortly begin their work of 
placing valuations on real and personal 
property. These instructions vary very 
little from those which were sent out 
last year, though there are one or two 
important changes. 

The last legislature passed a law pro- 
viding that where land on which commer- 
cial fertilizers was to be used had been 
returned for taxation the consumer need 
not make returns of the fertilizers. A 
copy of this law has beén sent to the 
tax receivers so that the farmers here- 
after will not be required to return their 
fertilizers. 

Another change, the result of a law 
passed by the last legislature, is that 
where justices of the peace were for- 
merly paid 5 cents for furnishing to the 
tax receiver the names of property owners 
in their militia districts, they are now 
allowed only 3 cents per name for this 
service. and this amount even is to be 
paid only in the discretion of the ordi- 
hary or county commissioners. The law 
was found to be rather unsatisfactory 
in that it did not materially aid the tax 
receivers in getting lists of the property 
owners or catching up with the delin- 
quents. 

Comptroller General Wright has just 
sent out to all the tax receivers the di- 
gests for the present year together with 
the blanks for making returns. Three 
digests and all the blanks necessary are 
sent to each county. It is probable all 
these will have been received by the ena 
of this week and the tax recivers will 
get ready for business by or before the 
ist of April.

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MRS. MACFADYEN SEES 
NEW HOPE FOR CHILDREN 


oe 

RS. IRENE ASHBY MACFAD- 
M\ x5. of London who now has @ 

national reputation in this country 
for her work in the interest of legislation 
for child labor in the south, is in the city, 
Saying goodby to her friends prior to her 
departure for England. 

The story of her work is a most in- 
teresting one, and as has been said of 
her, she lifts the whole question of 
child labor from out thé narrow limits 
of political policy. 

She transcends altogether simply the 
commercial features of the fight, and 
places the whole subject on a plank 
where it must be not only looked upon, 
but actually discusséd as a great na- 
tional (we may say a great world) prob- 
lem. 

She is not in the narrow sense of the 
term, a representative of any labor organ- 
ization, but she does work through labor 
organizations, and as their representa- 
tive, brings a practical interest into the 
work, which wonderfully stimulates the 
interest of the audience she addresses, 
while it does not in any sense make her 
appear to the advocate of one element 
against another. 

Although the combined efforts of the 
mill men of Alabama and Georgia, where 
Mr.s MacFadyen has done her hardest 
work, have prevented. or rather delayed 
the passage of the proposed child labor 
bill, Mrs. MacFadyen has aroused the most 
conservative elemént of people in both 
states to an investigation of conditions 
which she has stated exist and stands 
ready to prove the same. She has won 
as her friends the people she has most 
antagonized, as well as those in sympathy 
with her, and although coming as a 
stranger and very young woman, to in- 
terfere, as it were, in the legislation of 
a section of the country holding the most 
conservative people, she has met with a 
most cordial reception. 

Exclusive drawing rooms, as well as the 
legislative halls have been open to her, 
and she has impressed the people who 
have heard her not only with the fact 
that she is an able and earnest woman 
bringing, as she believes, a message of 
humanity where it is needed, but that 
she has well studied the principles of so- 


Ciology which first induced her to come 


to America that she might investigate 


its industrial problems.

Mrs. MacFadyen Talks. 
“What do you consider have been fhe 
results of your work up to ¢he present 
time?’’ was asked Mrs. MacFadyen when 
she explained to a party of friends yes- 
terday the work she was planning for 
those committees she has assisted to or- 
ganize in Georgia and Alabama. 

“I think the real results are that the 
facts and effects of child labor are begin- 
ning to be better known by the people 
of the south,’’ she said, ‘and the work 
done has called forth a wonderful re- 
sponse, 

“The humanitarian side of it appeals 
to them, as they are by nature a keen- 
ly humanitarian people. They possess 
a great sense of justice and when they 
see a class being wronged it appeals to 
them. 

“Then, too, the people are beginning 
to see the bearing of child labor on the 
race question in the terrible public harm 
that must accrue from the compulsory 
ignorance and degradation among the 
industrial whites wlile the colored people 
are taking every advantage of their ed- 
ucational facilities. 

“They are beginning to open their eyes 
more fully to the political bearing of the 
question, child labor being one of the 
factors to cheapen labor. For instance, 
in the mills now being operated by north- 
ern capitalists in Huntsville, Ala. The 
employees, voting as a whole, can abso- 
lutely control an election, and are abso- 
lutely controlled by their employers. It 
suggests to me nothing more nor less 
than a system of industrial ‘carpet bag- 
ging,’ taking advantage of cértain con- 
ditions to gain wealth and power. 


The Economic Side. 


“The economic side of the question has 
been widely taken up by leading business 
men and  ~politicians;’’ continued Mrs. 
MacFiadyen. ®% 

“The industries grcwing up inthe south 
continue to increase but it is still in the 
balance whether it will be at the expense 
of the people of the south or by the 
development of elements which have 
never before nad a chance, thereby mak- 
ing the cotton and other industries truly 
southern in their character and not mere- 
ly accessory to northern enterprise. 

“This can only come through the same 
chance being given the children of south- 
ern mill operatives as is demanded by the 
northerners for their children, and by 
the people of every civilized country ex- 
cept the south—freedom from toil up to 
at least 12 years of age, and a chance 
for education.”’ 

The photograph of Mrs. McFadyen pub- 
lished this morning was taken during her 
recent tour through the mills of Mont- 
gomery, Ala. The smallest child in the 
group is a little girl 6 years of age, who 
has just begun work in one of the fac- 
tories of that city. The larger girl, who 
is 9 years of age, has been working three 
years in the same factory. She is a 
physical wreck and a victim of St. Vitus’ 
dance. The boy is 11 years of age, and 
has been working so [foOng he does not 
know how old he was when he began.

That when any changes are made 
in manholes the board of water commissioners 
shall notify the company owning or controlling 
the manholes, and this particular company 
shall send a man to represent it in the change 
and such company shall bear any expense in 
changing the construction of the wires in the 
conduits therein.

Warmer Weather With Increas- 
ing Cloudiness for Today, 


The Cold Wave Which Was Centra] 
Over the Northwest Is Moving 
Eastward—Some Slight 
Loss Has Been 
Sustained, 


The center of the cold wave which was 
in the northwest -Monday, morning has 
moved southeast to the Ohio valley, and 
the very internal point of that wave may 
next manifest itself near Cincinnati, a 
western city whose temperature is said 
to be ascertained by learning the num- 
ber of kegs of beer sold daily. The cold 
wave had its center yesterday morning at 
St. Louis and during the day it moved 
eastward, placing the central point’ for 
Tuesday night about Cincinnati. On 
Wednesday morning the wave will have 
reached the Atlantic coast and will then 
disappear over the waves of the Atlantic, 
which will carry it far out. 

The advance of the present cold spell 
has caused decidedly colder weather over 
the states east of the Mississippi, the 
most decided falls in the temperature be- 
ing in the south Atlantic states, running 
from Maryland to Fbhorida. The freezing 
temperature or about that point will last 
through Wednegday along the coast of 
South Carolina and westward through 


southern Georgia, Alabama and Missis- : 


sippi. The advance of the area of high 
barometer has served to dissipate the 
clouds and to give generally clear weather 
over the eastern half of the United States. 
As this high area moves eastward it 
will grow slowly warmer during Wednes- 
day night, and as-the winds will prob- 
ably veer to an easterly and southeast- 
erly direction, more or less cloudiness 
will likely follow dumng Thursday. 
Change a Sudden One. 

The first effect of the present cold spell 
was observable Sunday evening. Shortly 
after the rain ceased falling the wind 
shifted to the north and northwest, and 
has been coming from those points almost 


steadily since.

were not perceptible until after the sun 
had gone down on that day. The tem- 
perature was 4 degrees above zero on 
Monday, 15 degrees: colder than at the 
same hour Sunday afternoon.-. During 
Monday night the temperature fell rap- 
idly, reaching its lowest point, 20 de- 
grees, at 7 o’clock Tuesday morning. It 
was then 25 degrees colder than at the 
same hour Monday morning.

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FAINTED WHEN 
TOLD OF VERDICT 


Mrs. Duncan’s Case Decided 
Yesterday by Grand 
Jury. 


MUST FACE THE CHARGE 
OF MURDER IN COURT 


Case Required Three Sessions of the 
Grand Jury—Trial May Be Had 
Next Week—The Monnish 
Trial Is Set for 
Friday. 


Mrs. Mollie Eady Duncan, who shot 
and killed her husband, Policeman James 
M, Duncan, a short time ago, was yes- 
terday indicted by the Fulton county 
grand jury on the’ charge of murder. The 
woman prisoner will probably be placed 
on trial for her life next week before 
Judge John S. Candler in the criminal 
sunerior court. 

When Mrs. Duncan was informed of the 
action of the grand jury she became pros- 
trated and suffered so with nervous de- 
pression that her phystcfan, Dr. J. W. 
Hurt, was sent for last night. 

As night drew on Mrs. Duncan became 
more nervous and between 8 and 9 o'clock 
she fainted three times. Dr. Hurt was 
present when she fainted twice and he 
remained with her unti] she had some- 
what recovered her normal condition. 

Dr. Hurt stated last night that Mrs. 
Duncan was ill and that her condition 
had shown no improvement since she 
was transferr®d from the police barracks 
to the Tower. He said ’he had been very 
nervous from the night she shot her hus- 
band and the shock of his death after- 
wards made her still worse. Now the 
news of her indictment on the Charge of 
murder has been more than her enfee- 
bled condition could stand. 

“The nervous strain of the woman has 
been severe,” stated Dr. Hurt, “and her 
iliness may terminate seriously unless 
there is soon a change for the better.” 

The grand jury had the case under con- 
sideration at two previous sessions and 
the indictment was found after a thor- 
ough investigation. The hearing devel- 
oped points which apparently caused 
the jurors to go slow in reaching a defi- 
Several witnesses were ex- 
amined and the different details—of the 
homicide were carefully sifted. 

Judge Candler will convene the criminal 
superior court next Monday and Mrs. 
Dunecan’s case will be set for trial at that 
time. The docket contains a large num- 
ber of cases, however, and it is not likely 
that the Duncan case wil) be reached un- 
til later in the week. 

The grand jury had a number of other 
cases under consideration yesterday, and 
a total of seventeen true bilis were re- 
turned. As far as could be learned, the 
Dunean case is the only one of impor- 
tance, 

Fowler Case Continued. 

The trial of the case of Louise Fowler, 
colored, against the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company was continued yester- 
day befor2 Judge H. M. Reid in the first 
division of the city court. A number of 
witnesses were on the stand during the 
session and much evidence was adduced. 

The plaintiff closed its testimony yester- 
day morning and the defense is now hav- 
ing its inning before tbe jury. The evi- 
dence is mainly on the question of 
whether Louise Fowler is the widow of 
Cornelius Fowler, deceased... She is suing 
for $10,000 as such, and it is on this {issue 
that the case hinges. 

Judge Reid vesterday excused the par- 
ties in all other cases until tomorrow 
morning. If may be that the Fowler 
case will be concluded this afternoon. 

Monnish Cate Up Friday. 

The Monnish case ts scheduled to come 
up before Judge J. H. Lumpkin in the 
superior court Friday. Owing to the 
amount of business on hand for this 
week, however, it may be that the case 
will not be reached at that time. If it 


| should be called it is expected that both 


sides will announce ready and the trial 
proceed. 

This case is the application of Dr. W. 
A. Monnish for a rule nisi to force the 
city to grant him a permit for the erec- 
tion of a residence at the corner of Peach- 
treg stre>t and Forrest avenue. The 
young woman whose evidence resulted 
in the indictments against Dr. and Mrs. 
Monnish last week is to be the principal 
witness.

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TWO TRUE BILLS 
AGAINST L. & N. 


Federal Jury Returns Indict- 
ments Charging Road With 
Rate Cutting. 


SHIPMENTS TO ATLANTA 
ARE CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


Vice President Hines, of L. and N., 
Denies That Law Has Been Vio- 
lated—Cut Was -dade To 
Protect Leuisville 
Shippers. 


Two indictments were returned against 
the Louisville and Nashville by the fea- 
eral grand jury in Louisville yesterday 
charging violations of the interstate com- 
merce law in that the Louisville and 
Nashville made a reduction in freight 
charged for two shipments of corn to 
Atlanta from Louisville. 

The railway officials claim that the re- 
duction ‘was only an equalization made to 
allow Louisville shippers to compete with 
shippers who had the advantage of 
through rates. 


Vice President Hines, of the Louisville 


the interstate commerce commission 
well Known, says that the road has vit- 
lated no Jaw, and that nothing will come 
from the indictments. 

The facts concerning the indictments 
Louisville: 

Louisville, Ky., March 18.—An _indict- 
ment returned against the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad by tt.e federal grand 
jury was made public today. It charges 
a Violation of the interstate commerce 
law, the offense consisting in the road 
charging less for the transportation of 
corn in car lots than the interstate com- 
merce law proscribes. 

There are two counts ih the bill, which 
sets forth that on November 14 the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroads, 
operating as common carriers through the 
states of Kentucky, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama and into Georgia, made a rate io 
S. Zorn Co., of this city, on 464,000 pounds 
of corn shipped to Atlanta,from Louis- 
ville by the roads named. This rate ma:le 


when it should have been $1,113.60. The 
difference or rebate amounted to 3 cents, 
being 21 cents when it should have been 
24 cents. 

The other count sets forth that on the 
Same date on another lot of 46,000 pounds 
shipped by the same roads to Atlanta a 
total freight charge of $117.60 wus made, 
when it should have been $154.40, this also 
being a 3-cent rate. 

The witnesses named in the indictment 
are HH. FF. Smith, A. 8: :-Dedge, M. F. 
Washburne, of the Southeastern and Mis- 
sissippi Valley Freight Association; F. W. 
Hudson, traffic bitond 7 of the (Louis- 
ville, Evansville and St. Louis; 
A. Bushfield and John 8. Greene. 

Concerning the . accusation on which 
this indictment is based, Vice-President 
Hines, of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, says: . 

‘The indictment alleges that this com- 
pany has violated the law by charging a 
rate of 21 cents per 100 pounds on grain 
from Louisville to Atlanta, when tariff 
rate was 24 cents. The fact is that a pro- 
porticnal rate of 3 cents per 100 pounds 
less than the local -tariff rate has for a 
great many years been applied by all 
railroads operating from Louisville and 
Cincinnati to southeastern territory 
upon grain originating at points west of 
St. Louis and reshipped from louisville 
er Cincinnati, and the shipments referred 
to in the indictment were of this charac- 
ter. Less rate on such reshipments is an 
open and public rate, applicable and ap- 
plied alike to all. 

“This adustment, whereby the less rate 
is allowed on reshipments, originating at 
points west of St. Louis, certainly con- 
forms to the real. purposes of the inter- 
state commerce law, which are publicity 
end equality. There has been neither 
secrecy nor unjust discrimination im its 
application. I apprehend that we will 
have no difficulty in showing that there 
has been full compliance with the law.”

WANT BANKRUPTCY CHANGED 


Effort To Have the Present Law 
Amended. 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


At Recent Meefing of the Atlanta 
Credit Men’s Associaticn Formal 
Action Was ‘aken. 


The Atlanta Credit Men’s Association 
at a recent meeting adopted resolutions 
seeking to have the bankruptcy law 
changed in several essential particulars. 
Copies of these resolutions have been 
sent out to all parts of the state, as well 
as to all of Georgia’s representatives in 
congress, and particularly to Congress- 
man Fleming, who is a member of the 
judiciary committee, with the request 
that an effort be made to have the ex- 
isting law amended as suggested. 

Following is the resolution: 

Whereas, the Vaiue anu benen pf a uniform 
system of bankrupicy throughout the United 
Stetes has been fully demonstrated, and 

\Whereas, in the administration of the pres- 
ent law there has developed the. undoubted 
need of certain amendments; therefore be it 

Kesolved, That the Atlanta ‘Credit Men's 
Association express itself in hearty accord 
with the efforts now being put forth to amend 
tre law. and most earnestly suggest and urge 
the conside-ation of the following recom- 
mendations: 

That section 57g be clearly defined, and 
state in unmistakable language that any and 
all payments made in good faith and in -the 
ordinary course of trade shall not be con- 
sidered preferences, That in ail such cases 
the burden of proof shall be upon the party 
whose vlaim was so pail, to prove good faith 
if contested. 

2. That a discharge be denied or revoked 
4f the bankrupt has (1) committed an offense 
punishable by imprisonment as the law now 
provides; or (2) failed to keep or refuse to 
furnish books of accounts, records or such 
other information necessary to ascertain his 
true financial condition; or 3) obtained prop- 
e-ty on credit upon a false statement made 
by him to any person for the purpose of ob- 
taining credit, or of betnz communicated to 
the trade or to the person from whom he 
obtained property on credit; or (4) made 
a fraudulent transfer of any portion of his 
property to any perso; or (§) been granted 
a discharze in bankruptcy witKin six years; 
or (6. in th course of his proceedings re- 
fused to obey any Jiwful order of, or to 


answer any questions approved by tho court,. 


or ‘(7) failed to file a correct or complete 
schedule of h's assets: or (8) failed to at- 
tend one or the first: meeting of his creditore: 
cr (9) become insolvent through gambling, 
diesipation or wilful neglect. 

4. That the bankruptcy courts shall pass 
ipon exemp/ ions and recognize the legal waiver 
thereof, in full confornity with the lawe 
of the state where the bankrupt resides and 
the practice maintained in the courts of 
such state . 

5 That a bankrupt’s wife be a competent! 
witness and subject to examination. 

That the benkrunt shall be required 
to attend for examination, without expense 
tn the estate. at least one meeting of credi- 
ters.
